States, It was that nation that set the 
pace In accepting tho work o£ the con- 
ference, and Greai Britain and Japan 
came next -in line. Those three na- 
tions have ratified all th'e treaties and 
agreementg. 
China and Jjipan have 


ratified the 
Shuntiing 
treaty. The 


five power naval treaty of limitation 
of armament has been ratified by Uie 
United 
States, 
Great 
Britain 
and 


Japan, France and Italy still holding 
back. Franco Is the only country in- 
volved that has not ratified the four 
power Pacific Iroaly; nor hna France 
yet entered. Into the five 'power far 
east treaty. 
]t is "the expectation of officials In a 


position to forecast, that eventually all 
tho treaties will bo rat mod. some na- 
tions waiting for future convening1 of 
their "parliamentary bodies.

a complete ratification

probably be another meeting in -"Wash- 
ington of representatives from all na- 
tions and the president of the United 
States, announcing the exulmnxo of all 
necessary diplomatic formalities.
